The school is a semi-autonomous section within 
she framework of the GAI and is under the diréct supervision of 
vice-President Mielke. The Advanced Police School started its first 
sonurse on 1 June 1947, -Its primary purpose was to give the great 
number ot new pélice officers and officials in the. Soviet ZONE y 
‘tany of whom reached influential positions through their party ac~ 
tivities but without any professional volice background, the. 
essential elements of*4aw,. criminology, and similar subjects. 


«« The Advanced Police Sehool onerates fiftken-week “courses. Twélve 
weeks are devoted “to instruction, while three weeks are used for 
examinations, ideological discussion, and’ a général review of the 
course. The-students, usually numbering between 250.and 300 men, 
are cdiviced into classes the number and nature of which: vary. from 
time to time. At present there are eight classes: two training. 
officers for the Schutzpolizei (Security Police), two. for Criminal 
Yolice, cne for Administrative Police, one for Railway Folice, one 
Sor Border Police. and one special class training candidates for

tne nature of.the instruction varies aceording to the requirements 
oi 9 particular class, but in all classes great stress is laid on 
Yee Communist ideological indoctrination. To date there has 

nm no military training of students, except for the close-order 
drill customary for police organizations. Students are required to 
live within the sehool compound. Security precautions are thorough; 
passes are carefully inspected upon entering or leaving the school 
compound. 


*. Vice-President Mielke supervises the school for administrative and 
policy direction. The actual teaching staff is headed by Schulleiter 
Dr. Stipp and his deputy, Dr. Eberlein. . For administrative purposes 
they are assisted by the so-called "Schiller Aktiv" (Student- 
activists’ Committee), consisting of one member from each class 
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undergoing instruction during the particular cycle, The school 
and the students claim to be proud of whet they call their 
“democratic self-administration',

"411i Bruhn, instructor in criminology. Former Chief of the 
Criminal Police in Potsdam and a leading functionary of the 
SED in Potsdam, 


Ur, Bwert, instructor in law, A highly regarded legal expert, 

he is one of the few non-Communists (although a member of the 
SED) still tolerated at the Advanced Police School, fEwert 

may be dismissed soon, partly because of his refusal to move from 
his house in the U.S, sector at Berlin-Steglits, Rothenburg=- 
Strasse 10, 


Gericke, instructor in criminology, Formerly with the Berlin 

Police Prasidium, Gericke has occasionally remarked publicly 

that he is in contact with Western intelligence, It is thera- 
fore generally assumed that ho is either an Bgont provocateur 

or mentally unbalanced, Apart from that, he is an outstanding 

fingerprint expert. ; 


Hasse, instructor in police law. Arrived recently from 
Thuringia, Apvoarently without former police experience, 


Henning, instructor in criminal psychology, Former Chief of 
Referat K-1 (Capital Crimes) of the Magdeburg Police, 
Very young. Former member of the SPD, 


Huemmer, instructor in administrative law, Formerly with ths 
Brandenburg Land Police, during the war pllot with the German 
Air Forces, Fanatical Commnist, 


Ruehn, “ideology instructor", Old-time Commmist, formerly 
with the Leinzig police, : 


Mendrella, instructor in criminal and trade law. 


Stahl, police law instructor, Functionary of the SED in Berlin-
